ee The Century Of Science 


Research work now being carried on in the laboratories of the world 
devoted to industrial~progress and advancement of scientific knowledge is 
unlocking vast reservoirs of hitherto hidden facts and data to such an ex- 
tent that their practical application to man's needs and welfare is bound 
to profoundly change habits and modes of life and work in the future. 


Old and well accepted theories in the realms of astronomy, chemistry 
physics, medical science, biology and other fields of science are being shat- 
tered almost daily as a result of the work which is being carried on by 
silent, be-spectacled men and women in these research workshops and so 
rapidly are new discoveries being made and converted to the use of man- 
kind that those who predict that the present century will go down in his- 
tory as an era of scientific achievement are speaking with undisputed 
authority. 


In fact, the achievements of the first third of the present century are | 
sufficient in themselves to substantiate the claim for such an assertion even 


if, for some unknown and unpredictable reason, the work in this field were 
to be brought to an abrupt halt now. 

One does not have to search far to find reasons for this remarkable 
advance into the sphere of the hitherto unknown and to explain why so 
much that has remained hidden for centuries is now being revealed in so 
great abundance. 

One of the reasons is the large sums of money which have been made 
available for the prosecution of such work by wealthy philanthropists, An- 
other is the discovery by commercial organizations that it pays them to 
devote a percentage of their earnings to the conduct of research work to 
assist them in unearthing ways and means of improving their products and 
of reducing the costs of production to enable them to achieve a paramount 
place in their field or to achieve it. Another is the now well known fact 
that almost every new discovery, or the search for it, opens the door for 
another one and often enough paves the way for several more. Thus, the 
work is not only progressive but cumulative and in more than mathematical 
ratio, something like rolling up a snowball. 

Still another reason is the fact that so frequently, a discovery in one 
field of endeavor results in the perfection of new equipment which makes 
it possible to delve deeper into the mysteries of some other scientific realm 
or some other school of activity. 

And these do not exhaust the reasons, There are others referred to 
recently by Mrs. O. Lazarus. Writing in a recent issue of the Christian 
Science Monitor an article dealing with developments in the arena of 
natural science this author said: 

“Natural science arose partly out of man’s desire to conquer nature 
and partly from his insatiable curiosity. From the earliest times man had 
never been content to live by bread alone. It had that within it which im- 
pelled it to seek out the mysteries of the world around. It is this curiosity 
which has forced men to make instruments which have enabled him to 
sweep the recesses of the starry heavens; to delve among the rocks in 
order to read from them the history of the earth and those who have lived 
on it in ages past. In his eagerness he has even penetrated into the heart 
of matter and seen it dissolve into radiation.” 

The same writer sheds an interesting sidelight on the effect such work 
has on the minds of those who make new discoveries, when she says: 
“Every time he (the research worker) has forced open the locked doors in 
the Palace of Knowledge, he has become humbler, less certain of his at- 
one-time unshakable faith in the ‘reality’ of those things which his hands 
could touch and his eyes see.” 

It is unfortunate that in Canada sufficient recompense is not always 
given to the men and women who are devoting a lifetime to unlocking the 
mysteries of science for the benefit of the country and her pcople; at least, 
that is too often the case with those who are prosecuting their work un- 
der government aegis. As a result, more adequate remuneration sometimes 
proves too tempting and they are lured away south of the international 
boundary to the great loss of this country. ‘ 

When the benefits which accrue to the country as a result of the develop- 
ment of a rust resistant wheat—to quote an illustration—are weighed in 
the balance against the remuneration these trained experts receive it is not 
surprising if better offers from elsewhere for their services are sometimes 
accepted.

Trying Old Experiment 


New Jersey Doctor To Use Surgical 
Grafting Principle 


Sixteen - year-old John Seeley’s 
hope for artificial restoration of the 
arms he lost last November under 
the wheels of a train at Nutley, New 
Jersey, rested to-day on application 
of a 65-year-old surgical grafting 
principle. 

A Newark orthopedic surgeon, 
starting with an operation at Beth 
Israel Hospital, expects to apply the 
discovery of an Italian physician, 
Vanghetti, about 1870, using muscle 
grafts to connect artificial limbs. 

The surgeon, who has asked his 
name be withheld, has been engaged 
by the crippled children’s committee 
of the Nutley Elks Lodge. As he 
described the operation, a flap of the 
patient’s skin is drawn into a tube 
and inserted under the muscle. This 
operation will be performed twice on 
each of the stumps of Seeley’s arms. 

When the tissues have healed, he 
said, cineplastic arms would be at- 
tached to the flaps. The artificial 
arms and fingers then would be oper- 
ated with the flexing of the muscles. 


New Device Invented 


Artificial Ear Gives Effect Of Sound 
On Human System

NOTABLE ACHIEVENMENT | 
BY BARLEY COMMITTEE 


One of the most important results 
accomplished by the National Barley 
Committee, of the National Advisory 
Committee on Agricultural Service, 
which held its annual meeting in Tor- 
onto from March 11 to 13 inclusive has 
been the co-ordination of the work of 
all.those interested and engaged in the 
breeding, feeding and marketing of 
Canadian barley. A notable example 
of this is that the plant breeders and 
related workers are now closely co-op-| 
erating in the testing of a uniform set 
of varleties. These tests are being; 
made throughout the Prairie Provinces 
and in Fastern Canada. 

The Committee issued a statement 
that reviewed the present situation in 
connection with Canadian barley. This 
statement disclosed that eighty-five 
per cent of the Canadian barley crop 
does not enter commercial trade chan- 
nels, but is used by the farmers for 
feed and seed, and the remaining 15 
per cent enters commerce. Approxi-! 
mately three-fifths of the commercial | 
volume of barley is sold for feed uss, 
and about two-fifths or roughly 6 or 7

Apart from high quality and value 
for money, one of the reasons why 
| graded beef is now selling in Canada 
at the rate of well over 3,000,000 pounds 
a month is the convenience of purchase 
afforded to the housewife. It is no 
longer necessary to pay a personal vis- 
it to the store for the purpose of select- 
ine beef. It is necessary only to tele- 
phone for the desired cut of blue brand 
or red brand beef as desired, The por- 
tion of the Government brand-mari 
which apears in ribbon-like form up- 
on each cut when it is delivered is the 
purchaser's safeguard and protection 
Tho coloured materials used in brand- 
ing are not injurious and consequently 
from a health point of view need not 
be removed before cooking. 

Only beef which has passed insec- 
tion for health officers of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture may be 
graded. The round, purple health in- 
spection stamp which bears the words. 
“Canada Approved” shows that beef 
has been pronounced free from disease. 
However, that is not the only mark 
the purchaser has {o Jook for in graded 
beef, because all beef whizh has been 
prenounced free from disgase does no! 
Necessarily have good eating quality, 
‘or example it might be tough, to m2n- 
tion only one point. The mark tna! 
designates the quality of the beef is 
dilierent. It is the form of a ribbon

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GRASSHOPPER MENACE 
MUCH LESS SERIOUS 


From present prospects based on in- 
formation received by the: Field Crops 
and Garden Insects Division, Entomol- 
ogical’ Branch, Department of Agri- 
cullure, grasshoppers will net be as 
serious a menace this year in Western 
Canada as they were in 1933, 1934 and 
1933, 

In Manitoba, the outbreak prospects 
are reported as Ikely to be generally 
light, due to the widespread destruc- 
tion of the “hoppers” last year, con- 
sequently the provincial authorities do 
not consider it necessary to conduct an 
organized campaign in 1936, but they 
“ill, however, be ready to deal with 
lozal concentrations as required. The 
crop acreage in the province that i3 
considered as being threatened with 
infestatoions is this year about 1,000- 
000 acres, compared with 3,509,009 
acres in 1935. There are no areas very 
severely infested and only about 23,003 
acres which may be subjected to severe 
outbreaks, which are in the Red River 
Valley and the extreme southwest 
corner of the province. In 1935, of the 
3500000 crop acres infested, 1,800.000 
acres were classified as severe and 1l- 
300,000 acres a8 very Severe. 

In Saskatchewan an outbreak may 
be serious this year in certain localit- 
ies, but far less than a year ago. The 
total area infested’ ino 1936 is estimat- 
ed at about 10,000,000 crop acres com- 
nared with about 16,000,000 acres it 
1935. Similar reductions are expecte.t 
in the areas threatened—from 5,700, 
000 acres to 900,000 acres. The acreage 
‘hat may be classified as likely to be 
severely infested is down to 47,000 a:- 
res, 8s against 950,000 acres last year, 
Widespread lisht infestations are look- 
ed for, but the most severe outbreak? 
‘are expected in the northwast, west 
land south of Saskatoon and in certain 
[eae and southern areas, 

A reduction of very severe infesta- 
tion3 is also reported from Alberta, al- 
thoush the threatened outbreak will 
closely approximate that of 1935, the 
decline being from five to four million .
